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Amendment 
Passed By 
Planners 

PLACENTIA—An amendment 
to the land use element of the 
general plan was approved by the 
Planning Commission last Tuesday 
evening by a five to two vote. 

The plan makes several major 
changes in the present land use 
element, especially in the 
industrial area in the south and in 
several vacant parcels in north 
Placentia. 

It also proposes several new 
zones and methods of 
development designed to enhance 
the community. 

In north Placentia, parcels at 
Palm and Placentia, Placentia 
south of Nenno, and at Yorba 
Linda and Valencia plus areas on 
the north boundary of the city are 
designated as low density multiple 
family housing. 

The corner of Yorba Linda and 
Kraemer has been designated as a 
commercial area with low density 
apartments to the south. 

In the area owned by the 
Kraemer families where the new 
civic center site _ is has a 
development plan similar to that 
submitted by the Kraemers a few 
months ago. The industrial area 
there is reduced considerably but 
the loss is more than made up by 
the addition of industrial acreage 
in Atwood. 

Much of the formerly industrial 
land in the La Jolla area was 
changed to multi-family 
residential at Placentia Avenue 
and La Jolla Street. 

Favoring the plan were 
Commissioners Rod Jimenez, Lee 
Wilcox, George DeJesus, Michael 
Callahan and Robert Lyons. Bill 
Beggerly opposed a small part of 
the plan while Armando Vasquez 
voted against the plan in total.

Horse Overlay 
Zone Goes To 
City Council 

YORBA LINDA-A proposed 
horse overlay zone has been 
recommended for approval by the 
Planning Commission to the City 
Council. 

The zone, proposed by the 
Horse Study Committee recently, 
changes standards on lot size for 
the keeping of horses. 

First, the ordnance says that a 
lot must be a minimum of 10,000 
square feet to support a horse. 
Also the lot must be located in a 
tract where the average lot size is 
also 10,000 square feet. 

The ordinance would limit a lot 
of 10,000 to 15,000 square feet 
to two horses with an additional 
horse for every additional 4,000 
square feet up to six horses. 

The overlay zone would be
